POLES CLAIM CAPTURE 
OF RUSSIAN CANNON 


There Are Signs That the 
French Are Taking a 


Prominent Part in the 
Direction of the Polish 


Army. 


Warsaw, August 17.—(By Asso- 
cinted Press.)\—Reports of Polish 
military successes came to War- 
saw today while the population was 
eagerly awaiting news from Minsk, 
where the Polish peace delegates 
are to negotiate with the repre- 
sentatives of the Russian soviet 
government. The only report of 
the delegates was a Moscow wire- 
less message Stating that the party 
had arrived in Minsk. 

A successful counter offensive 
‘was launched on the Warsaw front 
Monday under the leadership of 
Pilsudski as commander-in-chief. 

On the northern front, where ten 
bolshevik divisions are striking to- 
ward the Vistula as part of the 
maneuver against Warsaw, and on 
‘the Warsaw front it was announced 
today that the ‘reds have been 
driven back at several points. 

Polish movements, aided by 
heavy artillery, are forcing the bol- 
shevik gradually to withdraw from 
various places where for days pres- 
sure upon the capital has been 
greatest. 

Chaplain Killed in Battle. 

In the fighting tn the region of 
Radzymin, northeast of Warsaw, 
the Poles have taken many prison- 
ers, including a bolshevik commis- 
sar, and a brigade commandep. Dur- 
ing the battle here a Polish’ chap- 
lain of the eighth infantry divi- 
sion, Ignacy Korupka, was killed 
while leading the attacking forces 
lad in. his church robes and with 
a crucifix in his hand, Five Polish 
officers were also killed and eleven 
were wounded. 
French tactics are being used 
thrgughout the counter action. The 
Poles are bringing into play bat- 
teries placed for the capital’s de- 
fense line and are awaiting com- 
pletion of the arrangements 
strike at the soviet forces with 
a rush of artillery, followed by re- 
peated infantry attacks.

Phials Explode Like Min- 

iature Bombs When 
Thrown Against Rock. 
Phials Part of Army 
Stores. 


New York, August 17.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—For the last two 
weeks there have been cast up along 
the Jersey and Long Island shores 
thonsands of mysterious phials, 
filled with a white powder and her- 
métically sealed—phials which lit- 
tle children have found explode like 
miniature bombs, when hurled 
against a rock. 

From Seagirt, N. J., as far north 
as Coney Island, and Long Beach, 
these phials have been washed 
ashore and picked up by beach ha- 
bitues who wove “spy” theories 
about these little glass tubes, until 
finally the matter reached the at- 
tention of the port authorities and 


men of science. 


Then the chemist spoke. The 


nor poison, neither habit-forming 
drugs, nor one of rare curative pow- 
ers. They contained calcium hydro- 
chlorite, a preparation used during 
the war to purify water, to protect 
men and not to kill them. 

Only Half Mystery Solved. 

But tonight only half the. mys- 
tery was solved. Having identified 
the phials as part of those made in 
the United States and encased in 
vacuum tubes for shipment over- 
seas for use by individual soldiers, 
the authorities were still unable to 
answer the question of: how, about 
two years after fighting had ended, 
the phials came to be washed ashore 
at summer resorts. 

Discovery that the phials formed 
part of Amerjcan army stores ex- 
ploded many theories. 

One. that held for several days, 
was that a German submarine—such, 
for instance, as the Bremen, sister 
ship of the Deutschland, which made 
two successful undérsea trips to the 
United States—had set out for these 
shores loaded with a rare cargo of 
drugs and by mischance had never 
arrived. 

Another Exploded Theory. 

Another exploded theory was that 
some craft attempting to smuggle 
prohibited drugs into the United 
States had been wrecked and her 
cargo, loosed at last from disinte- 
gtated cases, washed ashore, 

The most logical conclusion, that 
cases containing the water purifier 
had been hurled overboard or that a 
ship bearing them overseas had been 
sunk off this coast, met no support 
from army transportation officers 
here. The only theory substituted 
was that mysterious ocean currents 
had brought back to these shores.

He has to be in Atlanta on Friday, 
but on Saturday will speak at New- 
nan in the morning and at LaGrange 
in the afternoon.

No attempt will be made to fix a 
price on coal, it was said as the 
attorney. general can onlv act under 
the Lever act, but it was pointed 
out that by prosecution for viola- 
tions of the law the price of coal 
can be Kept within reasonable 
bounds, 

Appointment of a commission to 
Study the coal situation may be 
made by the attorney general, of- 
ficials said, if it was found that 
the reports of the trade commis- 
sion did not furnish fully the in- 
formation on the coal problem de- 
sired.

There had been half a dozen votes 
which neither side counted definite- 
ly and which neither was able to 
commit unreservediy. Their oppor- 
tunity came to avoid a declaration 
at this time by voting to postpone 
action until after the coming elec- 
Aion into which the question has 
now been thrown as a state issue. 

Anti-suffragists were hilarious. 
They marched from the old state 
house in victorious processfon, for 
they had not expected to accomplish 
their work so soon. As they left 
the portals of the senate chamber, 
they were shouting, “We'll beat it 
again in November.” 

Thus it was that Senator James L. 
Hyatt saw possibilities of a. suf- 
frage victory go glimmering again. 

He it was who introduced tKe first 
suffrage measure into the North 
Carolina legislature twenty-three 
years ago. Several senators re- 
called in their speeches today how 
the Hyatt measure had been re- 
ferred to the committee on “insane 
asylums of which the author of the 
bill was chairman. But Senator Hy- 
att is not dismayed. He took con- 
solation from the fact, he said, that 
there had been sufficient growth in 
Sentiment favorable to equal suf- 
trage to force the best efforts of ita 
opponents. 

ULnable to Stem the Tide. 

Senator Warren’s move followed 
immediately a tribute paid him by 
Senator’Scales,who,in summing up 
arguments for ratification, declared 
the opposition leader had conducted 
“the most determined fight against 
Suffrage ever carried on in North 
Carolina.” He was unaware that 
the new coup was coming and was 
unable to stem the tide when it 
rushed upon him. 

During the closing hours of the 
debate, Senator Connor made a Vig- 
orous appeal to the-antis to compel 
consideration of the question by 
referendum. The citizens of the 
state, he said, were the judges, and 
he pleaded against “overriding them 
onaqustion Which they, and they 
only, should be concerned.’ He ar- 
gued, also, that the state constitu. 


‘tion would be violated by ratifica- 


tion by the assembly, and declared 
the governor would be forced to cal] 
another special session, in event of 
ratification, in order to make the 
necessary changes in election laws 
80 women could vote. 

He was challenged time and again 
by Senator Scales, who finally in- 
quired whether Connor desired the 
United States ‘“‘to stand with China.

the pledges of the democratic state 
platfrom. He declared the voterg had 
repudiated the suffrage plank 
Wherever they had had an opportu. 
nity to vote. 

Amid Stirring Scenes, 

The debate began amid scenes 
Which the state house has never 
witnessed since the days of the 
eivil war. . 

The flag-bedecked galleries, set 

aside for the suffragists. broke into 
prolonged cheering wnen the senate 
clerk began reading the ratification 
resolution. It was renewed when 
Senator Carr was recognized and 
rose to speak. 
'Carr said he had been told it 
meant his political death to support 
ratification and then, sounding the 
call to democrats, he continued: 

“But I shall vote for it. I think 
all of us who favor this proposition 
should stand by our conviction to 
the point where we are willing to 


lay down our political lives for it. | 


We will, at least, have done our 
duty by our party, state and nation- 
al. We will have kept the faith to 
our American women.” 

The debate was very sharp at 
times, the exchanges between Sen- 
ator Warren; floor leader for the 
suffrage opponents, and Senator 
Sisk, republican, bringing roars and 
boos from the galleries. 

There were partisan as well as 
factional exchanges throughout the 
day. Local questions cropped up con- 
tinuously to force admissions and 
bring accusations.

Some members took exception to 
the presence of scores of workers 
circulating about and seated with- 
in the bar of the house whey the 
body was called to order and a mo- 
tion that it be cleared brought 
forth a howl of protest. The mo- 
tion at first was interpreted to 
mean that only members of the 
senate and newspaper men ‘would 
be permitted .in the chamber. 
Speaker Walker ruled the motion 
out of order, declared a house rule 
provided for such a contingency and 
instructed the sergeant-at-arms to 
Clear the floor after a motion to 
suspend the rules had failed to 
poll a two-thirds majority. The 
floor cleared, a motion that: news- 
paper men be ordered to vacate the 
press table before the speakers 
Stand and move into the galleries 
or to the promenade at the rear 
of the chamber was overwhelming- 
ly defeated. 

Right of Legislature. 


Debate on the motion that the 
house concur in the action of the 
senate in ratifying the amendment 
centered largely on the contention 
that this legislature had no right 
to.act on ratification as a clause 
of the state constitution provides 
that a legislature, to pass on a pro- 
posed amandment, must have been 
elected prior to the submission of 
the amendment to the states by 
congress. Speakers who held that 
the legislature could act legally 
pointed to opinions attributed to 
W. L. Frierson, solicitor general of 
the United States, and Attorney 
General Thompson, of Tennessee, 
that a decision of the 
court of the United States holding 
void a clause in the Ohio constitu- 
tion relating to ratification of fed- 
eral amendments also nullified the 
clause in the Tennessee ronstitu- 
tion. In this connection, Speaker 
Walker, opposition leader, read a 
letter written recently by Mr. 
Frierson in which the solicitor gen- 
eral stated that he had not advised 
any one that it would be “entirely 
proper for the present legislature 
to act.” 

“The question 
having the power 
with propriety do so in view of 
the provisions of the Tennessee con- 
stitution,’ Mr. Frierson wrote, 18 @

The Race Question. 

The race question as relates to 
universal suffrage, the part women 
have played in history and every 
known argument in favor of, and 
in opposition to ratification, were 
discussed by the various speakers.

The thousands of yellow and 
crimson roses worn by the suffra- 
gists and their antagonists = 
flowers of similar hue displaye 
throughout the chamber and on the 
desks of the members put a touch 
of color to the scene. It was a 
second “war of roses,’ as one suf- 
fragist expressed it. 

A motion that the house concur 
in the action of the senate in adopt- 
ing the ratification resolution was 
offered immediately after the favor- 
able report of the committee on 
constitutional conventions and 
amendments urging such action and 
debate began at once. 


South Urged to Advance. ; 
Chairman Riddick, of the commit-

The speaker declared 
the realization that woman exerted 
the greatest influence in the coun- 
try’s civil, economic and social life 
had influenced him to support rati- 
fication. 

Ruling to Cause Contest. 


A recent ruling by the state at- 
torney geenralthat a majority vote 
of the members present, if there was 
a quorum,and not the constitutional 
majority of fifty of the ninety-nine 
members of the house, would be suf- 
ficient for ratification or rejection 
of suffrage, entered into the discus- 
sion of possibilities today. Should 
the suffragists poll a majority short 
of fifty votes, it was said by leaders 
of the opposition, Speaker Walker 
probably would rule that ratifica- 
tion had failed for lack of aconstl- 
tutional majority. An appeal to the 
house from the ruling of the 
speaker would be made by the sguf- 
fragists, and it was considered im- 
probable they would be able to 
muster a two-thirds votes and upset 
the speaker's decision. From th¢ 
result of polls on various motions 
tuday. however, it was fully ex- 
pected one side or the other would 
cast at least fifty votes. 

Great interest was displayed to- 
night in the action of the North 
Carolina senate in deferring consid- 
eration of the amendment until the 
general assembly meets in regular 
session in 1921.

BACK TAX PROBE: 
HAS HELPED STATE 


Governor’s Friends Confi- 

dent That Controversy 
Will Prove Boomerang 
to Parties Who Start- 
ed It. : 


Friends of the governor were 
unanimous in their expression yes- 
terday that the controversy over 
the tohacco taxes, collected from 
many tax defaulters, some of them 
of seven years’ standing. and turn- 
ed into the treasury by the gov- 
ernor’s specia!] tax agents, was noth- 
ing but a tempest in a teapot. and 
would operate as a tremendous 
boomerang for the parties who 
started it. 

It was natural for these mer- 
chants, some of whom had been 
escading just taxes for vears. to 
show resentment when the opportu- 
nity arose, but the governor's 
friends point out that it is hardly 
likely that the thousands of farm- 
ers and other ad valorem taxpayers 
who have been heavily taxed for 
years should feel anything but grat- 
itude to Governor Dorsey and his 
tax investigators for extracting 
more than $100,000 last year from 
men who had declined to pay their 
just dues to the state in preceding 
years. There has been a great deal 
of talk of late about getting the 
“invisible” tax money. Governor 
Dorsey succeeded in gettine this 
much of it which had remained “in- 
visible” for years under the re- 
gime of other governors. 

Paying Up Cheerfully. 

Of course, no charge is brought 
against the merchants as a class. 
Most of them are just as loyal to 
the state and good friends of the 
governor as men of .-y other class 
or occupation. A large majority 
even of those who had reglected 
to pay their special taxes in other 
vears because it had become a habit 
with them and the custom of some 
of their communities, have realized 
their error now, ~are pe-ing up 
cheerfully and making no whimper 
about it. 

When Governor Dorsey first con- 
ceived the idea of putting out spe- 
cial tax investigators and chrried it 
into effect in 2918 the plan soon be- 
came so remunerative to the state 
and so mopular with the people thar 
the legislature at its next session, 
by an overwhelming vote, directed 
the appointment by the state tax 
commissioner with the advice and 
consent of the, governor of as many 
special investigators as they should 
see fit to name, their remuneration 
to be fixed by the governor. The 
pay of these investigators had to be 
in the shape of commissions from 
the back taxe8 salvaged to the state, 
as there was no appropriation for 
the purpose, and no disposition 
whatever to make one. In fact, all 
the taxes in Georgia are collected 
on a commission basis and the com- 
mission basis was regarded by the 
general assembly as the only fea- 
Sible way to go after back taxes. 

Liberal Commission Necessary, 

When the governor first appointed 
his first four tax searchers, their 
commissions were fixed at 20 per 
cent for a number of reasons. No- 
body knew just how many persons 
liable to the special taxes were 
withholding them. Unless the com- 
mission Was made a liberal one, the 
tax investigators would soon get 
discouraged and give up their jobs. 
Their activity would be greatly 
Speeded up by the profits that. were 
in the business for them and the 
experiment was one that demanded 
activity above all other qualities, 
Then, too, the jobs were not calcu- 
+ aoe Pi = fete) and nobody

aS long ago as last December that 
the amount of the commissions was 
reduced from 20 to 15 per cent. Tax 
dodgers had been found to be more 
numerous than had been anticipated 
and the governor felt that he could 
reduce the percentage allowed. The 
percentage allowed the county tax 
collectors by law was 10 per cent, 
and they were by the law entitled 
to receive this per cent of back 
taxes when the money had been 
found by the special tax investiga- 
tors. The governor did not make 
this law and had no power to 
change it, 

All the talk about “illegal to- 
bacco taxes” is regarded as too 
absurd for serious. refutation by 
every one knowing the law or hav- 
ing any connection with its en- 
forcement. The refund of a little 
more than $8,000 of these back 
taxes grew out of a change in the 
construction of the law on com- 
plaints made by certain Covingtan 
merchants who complained to the 
comptroller general that they had 
been compelled to pay the tax when 
they were not selling tobacco for 
cigarette smoking. Demands for 
refunds have been made for only a 
little more than $8,000, a very smal! 
percentage of the total tobacco 
taxes that have been collected. 
Checks for these are now in the 
sovernor’s office and they are be- 
ing paid out just as fast ag the 
indiv dual cases can be investigated 
and their merits ascertained. It is 
understood that the tax investiga- 
tors and the county tax collectors 
will refund their commissions along 
With the state’s part of the money. 
¢ General Wright's Letter. 

When the issue was first raised 
sOme time last fall,. the governor 
directed a letter to the comptroller 
general for a construction of the law 
of 1909 levving a special tax of $25 
on dealers in “cigarette tobacco and 
cigarette tobacco, or especially pre- 
plied under date, November 19, 1919, 
as follows: 

“In construing this statute I have 
held that the term ‘cigarette tobacco’ 
applied to smoking tobacco, labeled 
cigarette obacco, or especially pre- 
pared for use in making cigarettes, 
or where cigarette papers were put 
in the package. Dealers in plain 
fine-cut tobacco which is used in 
Pipes would not be subject to the 
tax imposed upon dealers in cigar- 
ette tobacco, provided they had no 
cigarette paper in their place of 
business and did not put them where 
they could be obtained by their cus- 
tomers.”’ 

At the same time the governor 
secured an opinion from Clifford 
Walker, then attorney general, 
which was rendered November 24, 
and is in substantial agreement 
with the position taken by Comp- 
troller General Wright. Mr. Walker 
wrote: 

“In reply I beg to advise that, as 
I understand it, it was the inten- 
tion of the general assembly that 
this tax should be paid by all deal- 
ers in cut or granwiated tobacco, 
labeled or commonly used and ad- 
vertised as a cigarette tobacco, ora 
cut or granulated tobacco the car- 
tons or packages of which contain 
or have attached thereto cigarette 
paper, or a cut or granulated to- 
bacco sold by a dealer who also 
Sells or give away cigarette paper.” 

About a month after this, when 
five Covington merchants appeared 
in Atlanta to protest against the 
collection of taxes from them by 
the special tax investigater work- 
ing in Newton county,‘ the gfover- 
nor again called General Wright 
into conference. The issue raised at 
that time was whether a merchant 
who handled tobacco labeled cigar- 


ette tobacco, but which could be 
smoked equally as well in pipes, 
and who sold it as smoking to- 
bacco and did not sell or give away 
the cigarette papers which ‘came 
with the packages, would be lable 
for the tax. General Wright took 
the position that he would not be 
liable, which was not concurred in 
by the governor as being broader 
than the position as formerly stated 
both by Comptroller General Wright 
and the attorney general. 
Writes te Governer. 

On December 19, féllowing this 
conference, General Wright again 
wrote another letter to the gover- 
nor, peg ae his position on the 
subject as follows: 

“You say it is very clear to your 
mind that, under the act of 1909, if 
a man had in his store and sold 
tobacco susceptible of being made 
into cigarettes he would be liable 
to thie payment of this tax. If this 
statute is given the broad scope of 
this paragraph of your letter, viz.: 
that dealers in all tobacco sus- 
ceptible of being made into cigar- 
ettes were subject to the tax im- 
posed by Paragraph 13, it would, in 
effect, require every merchant to 
pay this tax who handled smoking 
tobaczo during any of the years be- 
tween 1912 and 1919. I respectfully 
suggest that, had this beéen’the in- 
tention of the legislature, the 
language would have beens‘smoking 
tobacco,’ and not ‘cigarette tobacco’ 
I desire to say the construction 
which I have given this act since 
its passage, in my humble judg- 
ment, carries out the intention and 
purposes of the legislature in im- 
posing this tax.” 

The governor then decided to ac- 
cept the position taken by General 
Wright, which had not been clear- 
ly understood at first, and, on De- 
cember 22, wrote to that effect as 
follows: 

“lr am unwilling to do otherwise 
than follow the interpretation 
which you put upon the law. I un- 
derstand that the matter is not en- 
tirely free from doubt. It may be 
the use of cigarette tobacco in- 
stead of smoking tobacco author- 
izes the distinction which you 
make. However that may be, I 
recognize the fact that if we put 
the construction which the attorney 
general places upon’ this language 
(and which I am inclined to believe 
is correct) it would mean that 
probably the people of the state 
would be deprived of the privilege 
of purchasing smoking tobacco, and 
in the absence of a clear and ex- 
plicit command to do this, and 
especially in view of the differences 
of opinion among us, I should not 
want to assume the resonsibility, 
and therefore will adhere to the 
program as outlined at our recent 
meeting. 

“T wrote you out of an abundance 
of precaution, and to be sure that 
we understood just exactly what 
was being done,” 

Affidavit Blanks Prepared. 


Of course, as a result of the con- 
clusion reached, it then became 
necessary to ascertain just what 
merchants had been handling 
“cigarette tobacco” not to be 
smoked in pipes, and the governor 
had an affidavit blank prepared for 
those merchants to sign who would 
swear that they had not sold tobac- 
co to be smoked in cigarette form 
and had restroyed and not sold or 
given away the cigarette papers 
furnished them. This he did with a 
view to making an investigation of 
the matter and refunding back 
taxes collected from merchants 
coming within General Wright’s 
ruling. And that is exactly what he 
is doing with the applications for 
refuncs of some $8,000, which is all 
that has been sought. 

Such is the history of the whole 
affair, and out of such a molehill 
is the political mountain which the 
political enemies of Governor Dor- 
sey have sought to build out of 
nothing. There was never any sug- 
gestion of bad faith or of unfair 
dealing on the part of any of the 
parties connected with the affair, 
but, on the contrary, a most scru- 
pulous effort has been made tu deal 
with absolute fairness with every- 
body concerned. 

“Tf that is all the ammunition 
they have in their political cannon, 
Governor Dorsey's election is over 
whelmingly assured,” declared one 
of the governor’s political frie ids 
at the capitol Tuesday. 

But the fact remains, and can 
neither be denied or evaded, that 
Governor Dorsey's tax investigators 
have brought into the _ treasury 
more than $100,000 of “invisible” 
taxes that would otherwise have 
been lost to the state, to say noth- 
ing of the tremendous increase in 
special taxes now being paid an- 
nually on account of his efforts— 
and that at a time when the state 
treasury is empty and the institu- 
tions actually starving for lack of 
funds. It might be added that the 
governor's tax investigators are 
after other “invisible’’ taxes,

ity of the Poles to keep up their 
aggressive tactics. 

Tt is considered significant in 
military circles that the Moscow 
wireless has been unusually silent 
today. 

Tireless efforts by the Poles~to 
push back the invading bolsheviki 
have resulted in the capture of im- 
portant strategic positions. Three 
days ago the Polish forces faced an 
extremely critica] situation, with 
the red center virtually reaching 
the outer forts of the capital. On 
the right wing the soviet troops 
had captured the Pultusk-Serock 
bridgehead, driving the Poles from 
the fork where the Narew joins the 
Bug. 

Recaptured Bridgehead., 


On Sunday, however, the Poles 
launched a counter offensive from 
Novogeorgievsk, clearing the north 
bank of the Narew, and yesterday 
they recaptured the Seroek bridge- 
head before the bolsheviki had time 
to establish themselves, Operations 
are now proceeding against the 
Pultusk forts, The bolsheviki in 
their retreat abandoned consider- 
able booty which has not yet been 
inventoried. Operations by the 
Polish right against the Vieprz and 
the middle Bug continue according 
to plan. 


In the neighborhood of Cholm, 
on the southern sector of the War- 
saw front, Russian soviet forces 
which had crossed the Bug river 
have been hurled back across the 
stream, while in the region of 
Modlin, northwest of the Polish 
capital, the Poles have begun a 
counter-offensive, directing their 
attack -in the direction of Mlawa. 

Military critics here pointed out 
that the situation was better 
than it had been for some time, 
and laid special stress upon 
the attack against the  bolshe- 
vik near Cholm. They also said 
there were indications that the Pol- 
ish command had decided to make 
netessary sacrifices on the south- 
ern front in eastern Galicia.

“Blue Sky” Bill Passed. 


The Dorris-Pace bill, now to be 
known as the Georgia securities 
commission act, but more often re- 
ferred to as the new “blue sky” 
law. It provides for a @Glassifica- 
tion of securities and the clase ~1- 
Ppervision of the sale of the last 
two classes by a securtties com- 
mission composed of the secretary of 
State, the attorney general and the 
en ener of commerce and la- 
or. 

The G. N. L. bill, repealing the 
act of 1910, known as the “Univer- 
Sity trustees” act, only in so 
far as it effects the Georgia Nor- 
mal and Industrial college at Mil- 
ledgeville. The effect of the bill 
will be to remove from the local 
board of. the Milledgeville school, 
the general board trustees, Judge 
George F. Gober, Byron Bower and 
Hugh J. Rowe, designated by Pres- 
ident McDaniel of the general uni- 
versity board as ex-officio mem- 
bers. 

The Kea bill, known as the pure 
paint act, applying many of the 
features of the pure food and drugs 
acts to the manufacture and sale 
of paints. | 

Early in the afternoon -the gov- 
ernor attached his signature to the 
Lamar county bill after obtaining 
from Attorney General R. A. Den- 
ny a ruling that it was not within 
his province to veto a _ constitu- 
tional amendment, the attorney gen- 
eral holding that it was a resolu- 
tion requiring a two-thirds vote 
of both houses for the submission 
of a proposed change in the funda- 
mental law to the people and not 
a bill in the ordinary sense. This 
has been held by_ the supreme court 
on several occasions. 


Lamar Bill Signed. 


Charges of irregularities in the 
passage of the Lamar county bill 
could not, of course, be considered 
by the governor, as they were 
matters for a legislative investiga- 
tion, or for action by the courts, 
and not for executive determina- 
tion. ; 

The governor also signed the bill 
repealin the Macon civil service 
commission act and several amend- 
ments to the charter of Savannah, 
over which some local controversy 
had arisen. 

Previous to Tuesday the govern- 
or had approved the amendments 
ta the banking law of 1919, known 
“bankers’” act, in which 
the bankers were greatly interest- 
and in the passage of which 
State Superintendent of Banks T. 
R. Bennett had been largely in- 
strumental. Of this bill Senator 
Duncan was the author.

Meanwhile, France is reported to 
have advised Poland not to accept 
the armistice terms which Lloyd- 
George approved.

How Situation Stands. 

Summed up, what might be termed 
the “armistice,” in the diplomatic 
field, between France, Eftgland and 
Italy, is under conditions like this: 

England stands on her policy ‘of 
non-recognition of Wrangel, or any 
other element in Russia, but pro- 
ceeds with a discussion as to open- 
ing trade relations with the bol- 
sheviks, and at the same time’ ad- 
vises Poland to accept the bolshe- 
vik armistice terms. No military 
aid will be given either side,

ltaly stands on a policy different

is she negotiating with France or 
England as to policy.

At the conference held in the of- 
fice of the railroad commission yes- 
terday morning between representa- 
tives of the leading shippers of the 
State and of the railroads, virtually 
ng Opposition was raised by the 
shippers to the carriers’ request that 
the increased interstate rates au- 
thorized by the interstate commerce 
commission to go into effect on 
August 26 be allowed for intrastate 
rates in Georgia to go into effect at 
the same time. 

Some of the shippers’ repretatives 
suggested that the revised rates of 
the Georgia commission, made in 
1918 but never put into eff2et on 
account of the taking over of the 
railroads by the federal government, 
would be a more equitable basis for 
a readjustment than the rates now 
in effect. They reserved the right 
‘0 ask for a readjustment on such a 
basis at a later timp. That would 
necessitate an increase of probably 
40 to 42 per cent over the proposed 
1918 Georgia rates instead of the 25 
per cent now required to make pres- 
ent intrastate rates correspond sub- 
stantially with interstate rates. 

The commission wil] meet in exec- 
utive session Wednesday morning, 
at which time action will be taken 
on the matter. 

Candler Opens Conference. 


Owing to the number of personh 
attending the conference, it was ad- 
journed trom the commission’s au- 


dience chamber to the hall of the 
house of representatievs upstairs. 
Chairman Murphey Candler, in open- 
ing the conference, said: 

“This assembly of reprecentatives 
of carriers and their patrons re- 
minds us of ‘the goold old days.’ 
The commission extends each of you 
a hearty welcome, and is glad to have 
you meet with itagain. We are liv- 
ing and doing things under changed 
and serious conditions.

“Toms” Will Be Defeated, 
Says Soldier Who Lost 
Arm in War. 


After losing his right arm in the 
service of his country and suffering 
many other hardships of war, C. D. 
Freeman. one of the disabled sol- 
diers who spoke Mondav night at | 
the meeting of the Anti-Watson- 
Hardwick committee of Atlanta 
Post No. 1, of the American Legion, 


which was held at the auditorium, 
has reiterated, in a letter to 
The Constitution his statement that 
the ex-service men of the country 
are behind the Legion and are 
with them ia the present fight. 

Following is the letter which 
Mr. Freeman }@s written: 

Editor Constitution: I wish to make the 
foflowing correction in my statement which 
I made Monday night at the meeting of 
Atlanta post, No. lL. I think there was 
some misunderstanding about me giving my 
other arm in this fight to keep Watson and 
his bedfellow out of office. 

I made the statement that I gave my 
right arm in the world’s war to defend my 
country, and that I would be willing to 
do it again, but not for the two bolshe- 
vists who are now trying to get into of- 
fice in Georgia. Yes, I say trying, for I 
do not think that the good people of 
Georgia will stand for their election. 

No, I would not give either one of them 
my little finger nail, for they are not 


worth it, and it is because of their worth- 
lessness that the people are going to re- 
pudiate them in the coming election. 

One of the Atlanta papers (and there 
is no use to call names) declares that the 
ex-service men are not with the American 
Legion. I say they are and will he to the 
finish, except those who have been led by 
the talk of Watson and Hardwick. I am 
an ex-service man and [I lost my right 
arm in the service. I suffered many 
hardships, but no more than I expected. 
We did not expect to find our mothers 
over there to make our beds or warm our 
coffee, as some of the Watsonites seem 
to have looked forward to. The real sol- 
diers went there to fight, and we did 
ficht. Now the whole world knows the 
results. 

If every soldier had shown the spirit 
which has been evidenced by some of the 
followers of Watson and Hardwick, we 
would have been over there now, and lots 
of us would have probably stayed. Rut 
the real soldiers fought, and they are 
now back home to fight agfin here in 
Georgia in a cause which Is right. but I 
hope that this will be the last time we 
are called upon to deal with such a prob- 
lem as now confronts ns,

Constitution Told Truth, 
Says W. P. Beard, of S. C. 


Editor Constitution: The statement that 
I was convicted under the espionage act 
and served a term in federal prison is 


true. 
If you thought that would squelch me, 


you erred. 

I fought the establishment of traitorous 
autocracy in this country, under the spu- 
rious pretext of war's necessity, and lost 
the first fail to brutal force. In one re- 
spect my position is like unto Job’s, who 
was also licked by the dogs. 

It was true that I strenuously supported 
ex-Governor Blease, because Blease stoog 
for the people. gut the statement that 
I was his “bodyguard’’ is a lie that was 
propagated to injure Mr. Blease by reflec- 
tion upon his personal courage. 

The Constitution prints nothing new 
when it places me in continuous oppo- 
sition to President Wilson’s chaotic pol- 
icy. I repudiated Mr. Wilson's leadership 
in 1912 because of his close alliance with 
the craziest form of internatiofial socialism 
and his catering to the negroes of the 
middle west. I did not suppert Mr, Wil- 
son in 1916, because I could not reconcile 
his fervid protestations of peace with the 
support I knew he was receiving from 
British-American financiers and war muni- 
tions manufacturers. I believed his med- 
dling with others and truckling to Eng- 
land had made war, inevitable and voted 
to place a real American (Colonel Rovse- 
velt) at the helm, in order to prevent a 
prostitution of our power to British Im- 
perialism. 

I opposed passage of act declaring war 
on the ground that it was a crime ‘against 
the American people and a serious inter- 
national blunder. After its passage I ac- 
cepted the situation and volunteered my 
services to Colonel Roosevelt to go with 
his proposed volunteer army to Europe, 
I had previously offered to go with him 
to old Mexico. In May, 1917, I also of- 
fered to go to Mexico to get a line on Ger- 
man and Japanese activities down there. 
I opposed passage of the draft act, but 
never advised its “resistance, save in a 
lawful manner in the courts. 

I never opposed registration, but ad- 
vised those affected to register. 

I opposed the huge appropriations as be- 
ing unnecessary and conducive to graft, but 
did pot oppose the issue of bonds to 
raise the funds thus appropriated. I op- 
posed the commissioning of negro officers, 
the use of negro troops and the nursing 
of wounded negroes by white women, as be- 
ing unworthy of our Caucasian civiliza- 


| tion. 


I severely criticised the brigading of 
our boys with foreign troops and giving 
foreign officers authority over our army. 


There were many other autocratic and un- 
American acts that I condenmined, and wound 
up with the caustic editorial criticism of 
Wilson’s conduct of the war, called 
“Great Fizzler.'" That was the last 
‘“‘broke the camel's back.’’ The 
administration that wanted ‘“‘pitiless pub- 
licity’’ could not etand the gaff. Either 
the ‘“‘new freedom’’ must die a-borning or 
papers that stood for obedience to law and 
the constitution must be suppressed. Tak- 
ing advantage of the hysteria of war an 
indictment and conviction was demanded.

I was con- 
victed of ‘‘writing and publishing false 
statements about the United States, while 
the United States wag at war,’ such 
statements being contained in the caustic 
criticism of Mr. Wilson called ‘‘The Great 
Fizzler."’ Every. one of those statements 
are now accepted facts. 


The misnamed espionage act is but the 
thinly disguised Prussian law of lese majes- 
te, and lese majeste is the proper name 
for my offense, to which ndictment I 
cheerfully plead gullty. 

My 


on principle and to uphold the constitu- 
tion, which denies to usurvers and tyrants 
the right to rule with military force or ar- 
bitrarily change our republican form of 
government. For that I was illegally im- 
prisoned. If my sacrifice has aided in 
arousing our people to resist a base sur- 
render of American independence throuch 
this madman’s dream of world rulership 
called the league of nations, I have no 
regrets. 

I have paid the penalty and instead 
of being wiipped, am ready to renew the 
fight for American freedom of speech and 
of the press, against that cabal of trick- 
sters in power now in Washington, and 
their servile henchmen of the press. As 
for Mr. Wilson himself, his condition of 
mind must disarm all gentlemen. Where 
we once hated, we must now pity. 


My prosecution was simply the culmil- 


nation of several years of a bitter political 
feud in which I fought everything that 
raised its hand against me. The people 
here so recognize it, and treat me accord- 
ingly. I am _ satisfied. You charge me 
with hostility to the legion. I am not. 
I don’t care a tinker’s dam whether 
they have a lezion or not. That is up to 
them: As soldiers they did their duty. 
As an American, I am proud of the rec- 
ord my fellow Americans made, many of 
whom were my blood relations. 

That they fought in a cause of which I 
disapproved is not their fault. That I tried 
to prevent their being forced to sacrifice 
their lives om a foreign soil tn what I 
consider a foreign cause cannot be con- 
strued as being hostile to them or their 
orgauization.

“The Atlanta paper charges that 
this collection was enforced by the 
governor, after which such serious 
complaint was made against pay- 
ment of it that it was stopped, and 
people who have claimed a refund 
of their money could not get it.

to the attorney general he wrote:

Attorney General's Decision. 


date of November 24 At- 
torney General Clifford Walker 
rendered the following opinion on 
the subject: 

I am in receipt of your communi- 
of the 17th inst., request- 
ing my opinion as to what is meant 
by the words, ‘cigarette tobacco,’ 
in the tax act, embodied in section 
929 of the civil code, relative ,to 
the tax on dealers in cigarettes, 
cigarette papers, or cigarette to- 
bacco. 

“In reply I beg to advise that 
as I understand it it was the in- 
tention of the general assembly that 
this tax should be paid by all deal- 
ers in cut or. granulated tobacco, 
the cartons or packages of which 
contain or have attached thereto 
cigarette paper, or a cut or gran- 
ulated tobacco sold by a dealer who 
also sells or gives away cigarette 
paper. I do not find that the term 
has ever been judicially deter- 
mined, but taking the words under 
consideration in connection with 
the remainder of the section cited 
it seems evident that such dealers 
as those described above were in- 
tended by the legislature to come 
within this tax.” 

In his letter to the attorney gen- 
eral requesting the opinion re- 
ferred to, Governor Dorsey wrote:

Censtruction of Law. 
Under date of November 19, 
Comptroller General Wright hand- 
ed the governor a letter construing 
the law, in which he said: 
“In construing this statute I have 
held that the term ‘cigarette to- 
bacco’ applied to smokin tobacco 


labeled ‘cigarette tobacco, or espe- 
cially prepared for use in making 
cigarettes, or where cigarette pa- 


pers were put up in the packages. 
Dealers in plain fine-cut, tobacco 
which is used in pipes would not 
be subject to the tax imposed upon 
dealers in cigarette tobacco, provid- 
ed they had no cigarette paper in 
their place of business, and did not 
put them where they could be ob- 
tained by their customers... . 

“Any tax on dealers in cigarette 
tobacco collected for the, year 1919 
is illegally collected, but prior to 
that year all persons engaged in the 
sale of cigarette tobacco as con- 
strued by me are unquestionably 
subject to the tax imposed by the 
act of 1909, which was a continu- 
ing act up to 1919.” 

Under date of Decembér 1, Gov- 
ernor Dorsey wrote the comptroller 
general as follows: 

“IT hand you herewith capy of an 
opinion of the attorney general ren- 
dered November 24. Shall I send a 
copy of this communication to the 
special tax investigators, or will 
you give the matter direction? In 
the event you communicate direct 
with them, I should like to have a 
copy of your letter. 

“If the opinion of the attorney 
general conflicts with your views, 
I should be very glad to have an 
opportunjty to discuss the matter 
with you.” 

No Illegal Collection. 

That’s what the record in the 
case shows. After the controversy 
arose and there was a difference 
of opinion in! the ruling by the 
comptroller general direction was 
given by the governor—last year— 
that, where an affidavit was made 
by a dealer that he had destroyed 
all cigarette papers contained: in 
original. shipments of tobacco re- 
ceived by him, and no cigarette pa- 
pers were kept in his place of busi- 
ness for sale.or gift, the back taxes 
should not be collected. There has 
never been any foundation for the 
claim made by the Atlanta gfternoon 
paper that there was an “illegal 
collection of taxes directed by the 
governor, or anybody else, and such 
collections as have been made were 
based on the opinion of Mr. Walker 
and the ruling by Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright. 

That Governor Dorsey has ever 
been “silent” on the subject is not 
borne out by facts, because as far 
back as last November he discussed 
the subject very fully and freely 
with anybody who cared to bring 
it up; and at that time the record 
in the case or cases was made an 
open one and they were then in- 
spected. 

The whole bubble which was 
raised by the Atlanta paper is but 
a campaign bubble, has been punc- 
tured, and can, in the end, amount 
to nothing but a piece of campaign 
misinformation.

After ten rounds of rather indif- 
ferent milling at the Auditorium 
last night, Referee J. Hume Mc- 
Donald raised Jack Lawler’s hand 
to’ signify that Lawler had gained 
a decision over Freddie Jacks, the 
featherweight champion of. the 
British isles. The justice of Mr. 
McDonald’s decision was discusied 
freely while the faithful railbirds 
filed out of the building, but there 
were about as many that belicved 
Lawler won ‘as there were those 
who thought the battle should nave 
been a draw. One thing is certain, 
the Omaha boy didn’t lose, and if 
there was any shading at all, it was 
certainly in his favor. 

Fighting was: scattered through- 
out the battle, a little in almost 
avery round. Good boxing was thére 
in profusion, but a few of the fans 
were possessed of the “cave-man” 
frame of mind, and could hardly be 
expected to enjoy an exhibition 
that brought out nothing more ths~ 
the cleverness of the two battlers 


‘ Lawler Hit Hardest. 


The hardest blows that were de- 
livered during the engagement 
were carried in the good mitts of 
Joe Levy’s Omaha contender, and 
the best boxing was displayed by 
Jacks, who was in the ring, per- 
haps, when Lawler was. going 
through the (first reade?. The 
Britisher is old in the business and 
he used his experience to roll up 
points ere ability to punch 
tailed. 

Jacks fights like every other 
scrapper from the east side of the 
Atlantic we've seen in these parts. 
He is of the “undersjlung”’ variety, 
possessing a pair of legs that are 
fill with solid lumps of muscle. The 
Same knots exist in Freddie’s 
shoulders, and the result is that he 
appears to be muscle-bound. How- 
ever, it isn’t such a disadvantage in 
his case, aS he lunges at his oppo- 
nent and is crafty enough to get 
in without being met by any great 
profusion of damaging jabs. 


Is Muscle-HBound. 


Joe Woodman, Freddie’s man- 
ager, stated after the fight last 
night that he thought his fighter 
deserved as much as an even break 
with the Levy entry, but he de- 
clared he was certain Mr. McDon- 
ald gave the decision as he saw 
it—a belief that is shared by ev- 
ery fan who witnessed the battle. 

If there is any round that stands 
out.clearly as belonging to Lawler, 
we believe it was the tenth. Ref- 
eree McDonald said immediately aft- 
er the fray that the Omaha fighter 
had three of the rounds, with the 
others about even, and Mr. McDon- 
ald included the tenth ag the one 
frame in which Lawler held the 
greatest margin. Until that round, 
we believe the battle was a gvod 
draw—and might have been an ac- 
ceptable one, afterwards, 

Lawler hit no oftener than _ his 
British opponent, but his blows were 
ecleaner,.and for that matiterm, con- 
siderably harder. The American was 
outgeneraled, but Jacks wasn’t able 
to show that he was capable of hit- 
ting hard enough to offset the se- 
vere punishment dished out by 
Levy’s fighter. 

Missing Is Frequent. 

Both boys were forced to miss 
often, Lawler being the worst of- 
fender in this respect. Blows that 
would have rocked the _ Britisher 
were wafted on the ozone by the Ne- 
braskan, who has never been Known 
to flivver sg many times. béfore. 
During the last two romnds, espe- 
cially the tenth, Lawler was out for 
a haymaker, and he put across one 
Sse would have floored a mule—a 
right mpperc ut—that missed Jack# 
by the fraction of an inch. 

In the early frames, Lawler as- 
tounded the Londoner with an exhi-, 
bition. of speed that had the Brit- 
isher wondering where to look fora 
target. . Lawler rushed his man to 
the ropes several times, but Freddie 
was always cl@ver enough to ease 
out of. danger, being caught only 
onee or twice during the engage- 
ment. After the sixth round, Law- 
ler chose to take things a little easy 
until the close, when his cycline-like 
tactics were resumed against the 
foreigner, this time with more ef- 


fect. 
Play for Stomach. 

” Lawiler’s best target appeared to 
be the stomach and the Britisher 
took enough blows in the middle 
section to last for seyeral days, 
They appeared to worry him little, 
and he finished as fresh as he en- 
tered the ring. Lawler was the 
wearier of the two at the close, but 
as he was the aggressof the greater 
part of the way this feature couldn't 
be counted against him in the total- 
ing of the points that gave him the 
decision.

Olympic Stadium, Antwerp, Au- | 
Landon, of the New | 
York A. C., won the final in the 
high jump of the Olympic games 
here today, and in so doing estab- 
lished a new Olympic record. Lan- 
don’s jump was 1.94 meters. The, 
former Olympic record was 1.93 
meters. 
Ekelund, of Sweden, and H. B. | 
of the Olympic club, San | 
Francisco, were tied for second | 
place at 1:90 meters. 

Just as Landon’s victory was an- 
nounced and the band was playing 
“The Star-Spangled Banner,” Al- 
bert,- king of the Belgians, entered 
the stand and stood at salute unti: 
the anthem was ended. 

The final of the 5,000-meter run 
was won by Guillemot, of France. 
All the American entrants dropped 
out before one-third the race had 
been run. The winner’s time was 
14 minutes 55 seconds. 

In the first round of the tug of 
wag the British team was first and 
the American team second. 

Victory in the final heat of the 
800-meter run today went to Great 
Britain. A. G. Hill, of the British 
team, finished first, ahead of Earl 
Eby, of the Chicago A. C., the sec- 
ond man. 

B. G. D. Rudd, the South Ameri- 
can runner, was third; 'E. D. Moun- 
tain, of England, was fourth; Lieu- 
tenant D. M. Scott, U. S. A., fifth, 
and A. B. Sprott, Los Angeles A. C., 
sixth. 

The time was 1 minute 53 2-5 
seconds. 

All four American entrants in 
the 110-meter hurdles event of the 
seventh Olympic won their heats n 
the field. of twenty-six starters to- 
day. H. E. Barron, of the Meadow- 
brook club, Philadelphia, who won 
the second heat, made the best? 
time, 151-5 seconds. 

Barron just beat Earl Thomson, 
Dartmouth college star, who repre- 
serits Canada, in the Olympiad. 
Thomson toppled two hurdles, los- 
ing his stride, but he finished fast 
and strong. The field outside of the 
Americans and Thomson was medi- 
ocre, 

In the final round of the tug of 
war the Brit’'sh team defeated 
their American opponents. The 
Americans had little chance against 
the Britishers, being out-tugged in 
the first contest in 13 2-5 seconds, 
and in the second in 84 seconds. 

In the secona match of this round 
Holland defeated Italy.

Ruth 
pitched only 17 games the fol- 
lowing year, but even then it had 
become “Babe Ruth, the out- 
fielder,” instead of “Pitcher 
Ruth,”

alone.

CHAPTER NINE. 

As far as we have gone, I am 
still, strictly speaking, a pitcher. 1 
have done some outfielding and am 
taking a turn on first, but [I have 
not yet achieved my ambition to 
play every day and bat every day. 
And, asthe life of a pitcher is meas- 
ured on tables of figures, we can’t 
escape a few more fast and dizzy 

rounds of arithmetic. 

Now, in 1916, I had pitched 
eight shut-out games, two two-hit 
games and three of three hits, in 
winning my leading position over 
the American league twirlers. In 
the preceding year, out of thirty- 
two games pitched, I turned in only 
one shut-out, one two-hit game and 
a three-hit contest in accumulating 
an average of 2.44 earned runs per 
game. This placed me far down in 


the pitching roster. But in 1917 I 


was getting more work in the out- 
field and consequently more exer- 
cise with the stick. So I didn’t mind 
finishing the season as’ No. 9 among 
the hurlers, because I stood fifth 
in the batting list and was reckon- 
ing on becoming a heavy hitter. 
This season I split a no-hit game 
against Washington with Ernie 
Shore; held Detroit to a one-hit 
session, and let Washington down 
with only two bingles.: There were 
seven shut-outs to my credit for the 
year, including the one split with 
Shore, and there were two three- 
hit games. This was done in forty- 
one starts. 

The next season was the ome in 
which I began to figure as a real 
first baseman and outfielder, with 
thirteen games at No. 1 corner, and 
fifty-eight in the meadow. I pitched 
only twenty games, turning in a 
five-inning affair, in which I got 
credit for a shut-out, and also a 
three-hit game. My average of 
earned rung allowed per game was 
2.22. At first base I made five er- 
rors and my fielding average Was 
.965. In the outfield I was pretty 
bad, with seven errors chalked up 
against me, and I stood about half- 
Way down the column with a per- 
centage of .949. It made me pretty 
low in my mind to be way down 
there. 

But the batting eye was getting 
on the ball at last. The home runs 
were beginning to rattle off the ola 
ash and the newspapers started in 
taking notice of me as a slugger. 
I got only eleven that year, divid- 
ing honors with Walker, of the Ath- 
letics, but I had eleven three-bag- 
gers, too, and twenty-six two-base 
hits, scoring fifty of the 474 runs 
made by the Red Sox in winning 
their second pennant in three years. 

We went out to Chicago to open 
the world’s series on September 4, 


1918, in the Cubs’ den on the north 
side. before the smallest crowd 


that ever saw a world’s champion- 
ship game. The game had been 
postponed for a day on account of 
bad weather, and the season having 
been shortened, the series, somehow, 
Was not exciting the same enthusli- 
asm as in normal years. But what 
a bali game that first one turned 
out to be! Vaughn was picked to 
work in the box for the Cubs, and 
he was “right” that day Both 
teams played absolutely’ flawless 
baseball. 
ror on ,either side, but we forced 
over a run in the fourth inning 
which saved me from having to go 
into extra sessions and, perhaps, 
from taking a beating. We scorea 
our run when Shean, the first man 
up in the fourth inning, took a 
walk. Whiteman, the only player 
in the whole game to get more than 
one hit, came alone with his second 
and last single, sending Shean to 
second. Then came McInnis, and he 
cracked a nice, clean single to left 
field, bringing Shean across the pan. 

We ali won that ball game. but 
I think that Whiteman deserves 
most of the credit, for he might 
have been excused had he lost it 
on either of twee tense occasions 
in left field. in the first inning 
Whiteman saved the game Dy a long 
run with the ball for a great catch, 
preventing a homer by Pick with 
the bases loaded. This made the 
third out and my string of score- 
less world’s. series innings was 
saved. Again, in the sixth innings, 
this same Whiteman was forced to 
run with a lone drive in order to 
pull it down. But he did the trick 
and the two runners who were ready 
to score died on base. They gave 
me credit for nine scoreless in- 
nings in that great 1-to-0 shut- 
out, but this fellow Whiteman, by 
his timely hit and two great catch- 
es, won the ball fame three times 
over. 

It was a hard game for Vaughn 
to lose—like betting your while 
stack on four kings and losing to 
four aces. He would have won any- 
thing but a shut-out ball game, go- 
ing as he was that day. For he 
gave us only five hits, struck out 
six men and passed only three. My 
record for that day was only four 
strike-outs, with six hits tallied 


against me and one base on balls. He _ pitched. 


There wasn't a single er-. 


I have to thank a mighty fine bail 
club for my victory. ; 

In the fourth game of the series 
1 was feeling “right” again, so they 
sent me in-to see if I couldn't turn 
the same trick once mare. And this 
trip I breezed along for seven full 
innings without allowing a man to 
cross the plate, making a total of 
twenty-nine consecutive sessions of 
shut-out ball that I had hurled in 
the world’s series games. They 
yanked me off the mound .:in the 
ninth inning. The eighth had been 
a woozy session for me, with a pass 
to Killifer, a single to Hendrix and 
a wild pitch which moved both boys 
along one peg. The Cubs put in 
McCabe on second to run for Hen- 
drix and Hollocher was out at first 
on a close play, which allowed Kil- 
lifer to score. As we were leading 
at the time with only two runs, I 
was up against it for fair. And 
they tied the score on us 
Mann alapped out a clean single 
to left, scoring McCabe. In our 
half of the eighth we regained the 
lead with one run and I couldn't 
find the plate for Zeider, who walk- 
ed, making two on, nobody out and 
Wortman up. 

Well, I might have gone aviating 
but for the fact that they took away 
my balloon and sent me out to left 
field, while Joe Bush went in to 
pitch. He held the Bruins and we 
won the ball game.

Mays a Broken May. 


And there is a tragedy of the 
living as well as of the dead. Carl 
Mays, who pitched the ball that 
carried death, is a broken man. 
Speaker exonerates him from ali 
blame in connection with the af- 
fair, as does the district attorney. 
But few of those wise in the ways 
of basebail believe that his pitch- 
ing nerve will survive the shock of 
having killed a man. He is the 
only pitcher in the big league with 
an underhand delivery and he has 
a world of speed. On account of 
his peculiar delivery players say 
his fast ball is hard to dodge. 
Clark Griffith, manager of the 
Washington team, declares’ that 
the league should bar his methof 
of pitching. 

As in every fast accident, there 
are as many accounts of the manner 
in which Chapman was hit as there 
are witnesses. Some say it Was a 
sharp-breaking inshoot that he could 
not dodge,? I can only give my ver- 
sion as I saw iit. It seemed to » to 
be a bullet-swift fast ball that JMyys 
whipped off his shoetops. It se-med 
to me that it was almost a*straight 
fast one. Chapman was crouched 
over the plate. When the -ball hit 
him gquare in the temple I was six 
inches out of my seat. It seemed to 
me that I knew it was going to hit 
him. As, remember it, he made no 
effort to dodwye, but remained 
croouched, motionless, apparently 
hypnotized. 

Chapman Hit on Temple, 

The ball hit Chapman square on 
the temple with a crack that Was 
heard in every part of the stands. 
The report was so loud that many 
people thought it had hit the handle 
of his bat. ° He stood for a fraction 
of a second absolutely motionless, 
and then sank slowly back on to the 
ground, resting on his haunches and 
elbows, his face a hideous mask of 
agony. He rallied after about five 
minutes and attempted to walk to 
the clubhouse with the assistance of 
two men, but collapsed before he had 
crossed the diamond. 

He was unconscious most of the 
night before his death, but in his 
delirium he received a knowledge 
of his doom before the doctors at- 
tending him knew that he was go- 
ing to die. A reporter for a Cleve- 
land paper was at the _ hospital 
about half an hour before the end. 
The attending physician came out 
and told him that Chapman hada 
good chance to live. The reporter 
could hear Chapman moaning in 
delirium. Most of his utterances 
were incoherent, but every few sec- 
onds there came from the doomed 
man’s lips the monotonous prophecy 
“I'm going to die. I’m going to die.” 
Within half an hour the prophecy 
was fulfilled.

C. MAYS 


Washington, August 17.—(United 
News.)—Washington and St. Louis 
American league baseball players 
want a thorough investigation of 
the accident which resulted in Ray 
Chapman's death by a ball thrown 
by Carl Mays. Sentiment is strong 
against Mays because of his pre- 
vious record of pitching what the 
players cali “‘bean balls.” 

George Sisler, one of the leading 
American league batsmen; Tobin 
and Gedeon are among the St. 
Louis players who have had trou- 
ble with Mays on account of what 
they term efforts to “dust them 
off.” Geerge McBride, captain of 
the Washington team, and Shanks 
beth recalled today when they. had 
thrown their bats at Mays when 
angered because they thought Mays 
hau atiempted to “get them.” 

Members ot both teams withhold 
condemnation of Mays in regard to 
the Chapman tragedy until they are 
sure of their facts. Mays is unpop- 
ular with them, but they express the 
desire to be fair. St. Louis players 
today were therfirst to consider an 
agreement refusing to play against 
Mays. it was stated that they had 
communicated with players on other 
teams regarding such action. The 
version of what happened given by 
the Cleveland players will be gen- 
erally accepted by players here. 

Clark Griffith, president and man- 
ager of the Washington club, dis- 
couraged action by members of his 
team at the present time. 

“It is am atter for the league to 
handle,” he declared. “The time has 
come now for the Amerilean league 
to take some decided action regard- 
ing Carl Mays’ method of pitching. 

“It is doubly unfortunate that 
Chapman, the highest type of a 
young American, should be the vic- 
tim of illegal pitching. I shall make 
every effort myself to have some 
action taken by the league just as 
soon as possible. 

“T believe that it is a matter that 
requires league action. Mays’ 
pitching habits have caused tro ble 
for several years. Now he has kill- 
ed a player. The time has come for 
acti to replace words.” 

The grief of the players was no- 
ticeable when they learned of 
Chapman’s: death before entering 
today’s double-header. The flag in 
the Washington park was at half- 
mast. 

Walter Johnson, who has been 
noted for his care in not injuring 
batters with his cannon-ball pitch- 
ing, in discussing the circumstances 
of Chapman’s death, said: 

“T don't want to conden Mays 
until I know the facts. Mays’ rec- 
ord is against him.” 

“Something should be done, and 
the players are considering some 
action,” said Sisler. Manager 
Burke, of the St. Louis team, 
agreed with his star player. 

“The matter now becomes so se- 
rious that we should not talk or 
act hastily,” Captain McBride, of 
the Washington team, said.

Ponzi Swindled 
Out of Thousands 
Forgery C laimed 


Boston, August 17.—An _ intima- 
tion of the defense to be offered 
by Charles Ponzi, now in jail as 
the outcome of his financial deal- 
ings, was given today by his chief 
counsel, Daniel McIsaacs, who said 
Ponzi had been swindled out of 
thousands of dallars through the 
forging and raising of his notes. 
The attorney declared notes for 
$100 in some cases had been raised 
to $1,000 and others accordingly. 
During the run on Ponzi’s office, 
he said, the confusion and haste 
resulting from the large number of 
notes presented for payment pre- 
vented their being closely checked 
with the records. 

’ At a hearing in thefederal court 
today on petitions for recéivership 
of the Securities Exchange com- 
pany, of which Ponzi was the head, 
no opposition was voiced: Jud €e 
Morton took under adviseemnt the 
receivership pleaand also the ques- 
tion whether one or three receivers 
should beappoitned. 

Attorney General Allen said to- 
night that the returns filed by note- 
holders u pto the time of closing to- 
day soed the liabilitiés of Ponzi to 
be $38,349,031. This sum included 


the 50 per cent profit which the in- 
vestors were promised. He gaid 
mor than 7,000 noteholders had re- 
sponded tohis request that they get 
in touch with his office. 

J. Weston Allen, state attoorney 
general, wants to get Ponzi safely 


he can put him through the third 
degree. Ponzi knows this and that’s 
why he is perfectly contented to re- 
main in the county jail at East 
Cambridge.

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Daily Editorial Comment 
On Market Activities

(Written for the United News.) 
- New York, August 17.—A_ stock 
market so dull that it offered very 
little resistance, gave the bears an- 
other opportunity ‘to force prices 
downward today, although the re- 
sult of their accomplishment was 
not very satisfactory to them. As a 
matter of fact, geenral news had 
more in it of a constructive char- 
acter, but it seemed to be ignored. 
While it may not seem to those 
Who are still suffering hardships 
from the freight congestion, it is 
nevertheless true that the worst of 
the railroad troubels are over. It 
will be a long time before business 
fully recovers from the blow to 
which it has been subjected, but we 
have the authority of the commission 
on car service of the American Rail- 
road association, for the assertion 
that the supply of freight cars and 
the movement of freight car equip- 
ment have decidedly improved in 
recent years. 


Increase in Loading. 


The latest report, that of July 16, 
shows that the accumulation of cars 
on hand in excess of current move- 
ment was 92,700, or 30. below the ac- 
cumulation of April 3—just before 
the strike began. On July 2, the 
accumulation was 129,278. For the 
three weeks ending July 17, reve- 
nue freight loaded amounted to 
1,521,968 cars, compared with 2,445,- 
364 carsin the corresponding period 
Of 1919, and 2,722,562 cars in 1918. 
Thus, We see that, in spite of the 
strike, there has been an increase in 
loading over the similar period of 
1919, and not an appreciable reces- 
sion from 1918, which represented 
large shipments of war material. 

Furthermore, and this is the most 


‘mportant development, we have the 
assurance of Daniel E. Willard, 
presiednt of the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad, that the wage and rate 
awards have injected new life into 
the railroad system of the country. 
The men seem to be satisfied and are 
working better. Officers of the 
road themselves have got new 
lines. Most of the roads have been 
potentially “busted” for two years. 
“Tt isn’t human,” Mr. Willard de- 
clares, “for a man to get up og his 
tiptoes and do teh best that is in 
him when, after he has done it, he 
has got nothing to show for it. 


Roads Solvent. 


‘Today the railroads are poten- 
tially, as a whole, solvent, and I 
have never seen the railorad man- 
agers in this country making great- 
er effort than they are making to- 
day torender service and meet new 
standards. There is going to be a 
steady increase, beginning right 
away, in the amount of business 
done. You are already beginning to 
get the benefit of the rate increase, 
and the increase has not yet gone 
into effect.” 

He poitned out that increased ralil- 
road efficiency could accomplish 
wonders, even if exerted in only 
slight degree. An increase in one 
car mile a day, which means hauling 
each freight car a mile a day fur- 
ther, cduld be equivalent to adding 
100,000 ears to the existing supply, 
and the increase of one ton per car- 
road would be_the equivalent to the 
addition,of 80,000 tons, and that a 
reduction of one-seventh in the 
number of cars withdrawn for re- 
pairs would be equivalent to adding 
25,000 cars. 

It is not only up to railroad em- 
ployees and officials to try for this 
increased efficiency, but is also up 
to every shipper and receiver of 
goods. Let this little extra pull be- 


come a matter of patriotic service.

MANY INDIANS FIGHT 
Bll LIQUOR SHORTAGE 


Washington, August 17.—Hun- 
dreds of Indians whose love for 
“firewater” exceeds their desire for 
anything else at times, are making 
a desperate battle to overcome the 
liquor shortage brought about by 
prohibition, according to jnforma- 
tion given today by officials in the 
legal division of the bureau of In- 
dian affairs. 
The battle is proving a losing 
one for the Indians on many res— 
ervations, it was asserted, partic- 
ularly in states where enforcemen 
of the Volstead act is highiy ef- 
fective, 
There are reservations, including 
some in OKlahoma and Minnesota, 
nowever, where Indians have erect- 
ed whisky stills in lonely spots, 
and the manufacture of their prod- 
uct is giving supervising officials 
a lot of extra work... ae 
One result of prohibition, it is 
Said, is an apparent increased use 
of the distinctive Indian drug 
peyote. This drug is taken from 
cactus plants in Mexico and in bor- 
der states and dried, then shipped 
to Indians on reservations, by un- 
derground means. Some Indians 
raise the product on their farms. 
The effect of peyote an dthe drink 
tWat sometimes is made from it, is 
to make wild Indians out of ordi- 
hary peace-loving redskins. Tne 
permanent effects on the health are 
bad, according to the officers. 
The peyote is used in: religious 
ceremonies by tribes in middle 
western states, which makes pre- 
venting its use particularly diffi- 
cult. The dried drug is c hewed 
for the juice formed, by Indians 
seated around in circleg Even 
children are permitted to swallow 
the juices. 
An all important duty of Indian 
agents watching over the affairs of 
irge numbers of the 370,000 Amer- 
ican Indians is.to prevent those who 
love “firewater”’” from disposing of 
their property in order to pay for 
liquor. 
American history records that In- 
dians in many cases sold valuable 
tracts of land for whiskey, officials 
interested in the Indians point out. 
The willingness of Indians to barter 
anything when thirsty has continued 
to the present, although government 
regulations prevent many of the 
transactions in which the Indian 
does not display good business judg- 
ment. .

DECISION 1S EXPECTED 
IN MACON BANK CASE 


Will Determine Liability of 
Stockholders of Defunct 
Conimercial National. 


Macon, Ga., August 17.—(Special.) 
Whether the stockholders of the de- 
funct Commercial National ank 
will have to pay $300,000 to the 
American National bank will be de- 
cided some time this week by Judge 
Beverly D. Evans, of the United 
States district court, who will hand 
down a decision either affirming or 
setting aside the report of the spe- 
cial master, J. N. Talley. Mr. Tal- 
ley’s report is unfavorable to ths 
Commercial stockholders and finds 
them liable to the full extent of 
their stock holdings. 

The Commercial National ban 
failed several years ago and its af- 
fairs were taken over by the Ameri- 
can Nationa) bank. The latter claims 
it was merely to act as liquidating 
agent, while the Commercial bank 
stockholders contend it assumed all 
Obligations of the defunct bank. 
Different phases of the case have 
been before the courts for a long 
time, the principal fight being over 
the question of the right to sue the 
stockholders. This was decided 
against the stockholders and J. N. 
Talley was then appointed special 
master to go into the merits of the 
case, His report was filed with 
Judge Evans several months ago 
and arguments for and against the 
report were heard recently at Sa- 
vannah by Judge Evans, who has s9 
far withheld his decision. 


STRIKE IN JAMAICA 
OVER COST OF LIVING 


Kingston, Jamaica, August 17.— 
The military was called out today 
in conjunction with the general 
strike of the policemen, and those of 
the policemen who are refusing to 
return to their duties are being ar- 
rested and placed in cells. The pris- 
on wardens also have ,vone on strike. 
The railway men who walked out 
yesterday resumed work today pend- 
ing a settlement of their demands 
for more pay. 

The strike fever is spreading in 
the island. This is due primarily 
to the increased cost of living.
